On Monday, at 4 p.m. the LL 
brary closed its doors to the un- 
restricted use of its facilities by 
high school students. 

Henceforth, ali high school 
students who wish to use the col- 
lege Library must first, acco d- 
ing to Dr. Stephen Walker, dean 
of the college, ‘present a letter of 
intent on school stationary, sign 
ed by their instructor and librar- 
ian or counselor.
